To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $35.24  to  the  White  Mountains  Re- 
gion Association,  being  10c  per  $1,000  of  assessed  valuation 
(] /100th  of  1%)  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  and  distributing 
printed  matter  and  advertising^and  otherwise  publicizing 
the  advantages  of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with  the  other 
45  towns  of  the  region. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  se- 
lectmen and  other  town  officers  an  annual  salary  during 
the  current  year  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  monev  for  same:

If  approved,  it  is  understood  that  the  selectmen  and  other 
salaried  town  officers    will  receive  no  fees    or   any   other 


compensation  or  remuneration  for  their  services  except 
the  visual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  in 
connection  with  their  official  duties. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  help  support  the  Sugar 
Hill  Volunteer  Fire  Department.  It  is  understood  the 
department  will  answer  all  calls  to  Easton  without  charge. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  wili  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $150.00  to  support  the  Town  Library. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $250.00  for  the  cemetery,  $50.00  of  which 
shall  be  used  only  for  the  purchase  of  trees,  shrubs,  bushes, 
etc. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  as 
a  contribution  to  the  Littleton  Hospital  building  fund. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  wall  vote  to  pay  the  defi- 
ciency of  $350.00  to  the  School  District  for  the  current 
year  ending  June  30,  1961.  This  deficiency  was  brought 
about  by  the  addition  of  two  school  children  and  a  new 
contract  for  transportation.  This  additional  expenditure 
was  not  anticipated  in  preparing  last  year's  budget. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  hire  money  for  defraying  town  charges  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes,  if  necessary.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Franconia  Elementary  School  at  Dow  Academy. 

Administration : 

The  present  school  year  began  on  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 7,  1960  with  a  total  registration  of  59  pupils.  As  of 
this  writing,  there  are  56  pupils  enrolled  in  the  six  grades. 

A  breakdown  of  this  figure  shows  that  8  are  in  Grade  1, 
8  in  Grade  2,  8  in  Grade  3,  7  in  Grade  4,  15  in  Grade  5, 
and  10  in  Grade  6. 

The  school  day  starts  at  8:30  A.M.  with  the  doors 
opened  at  8:15.  During  the  winter  months,  bus  children 
may  come  in  at  eight. 

The  school  day  ends  at  2:45  P.M.  except  for  the  first 
graders  who  are  dismissed  at  2  :00  P.M.  Those  who  are  bus 
children  mast  necessarily  remain  until  2 :45.  They  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  first  grade  teacher,  either  on 
the  playground  or  in  the  classroom,  depending  upon 
weather  conditions. 

The  teaching  staff  remains  the  same,  with  Mrs.  Jjeone 
Philbrook  of  Sugar  Hill  teaching  Grades  3  and  4,  and  Mrs. 
Natalie  Wheeler  of  Franconia  teaching  Grades  5  and  6. 
I  continue  to  teach  Grades  1  and  2. 

Mrs.  Marion  Callender's  services  as  music  teacher  are 
excellent  and  are  most  enthusiastically  received  by  the 
children. 

Robert  McLachlin  continues  to  do  a  fine  job  as  school 

custodian. 

Curriculum : 

The  program  of  studies  is  carefully  carried  out  with 
much  stress  being  laid  on  the  teaching  of  the  basic  funda- 
mentals in  each  subject.  The  formation  of  good  work 
habits  is  of  primary  concern.  Individual  guidance,  direc- 
tion and  help  are  maintained. 

Achievement  tests  are  given  each  year.  They  serve  as 
guides  in  presenting  future  work  and  also  in  helping  the 
individual  pupil. 
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Co-operation  between  the  Pranconia  and  Littleton 
schools  is  excellent.  Conferences  are  held  with  the  various 
administrators  in  order  that  the  important  phases  of  the 
curriculum  be  co-ordinated.  A  study  has  been  made  of 
the  various  textbooks  and  materials  used  in  all  subjects. 
As  a  result,  the  sixth  grade  children  are  well  prepared  and 
mentally  competent  when  they  are  integrated  with  the 
Littleton  school  system. 

Additional  plans  ^vere  also  made  and  carried  out  in 
the  spring  of  1960  to  further  facilitate  the  transition  of 
the  sixth  grade  pupils. 

First,  an  Orientation  Day  was  established.  The  sixth 
graders  spent  a  day  at  the  Littleton  High  School,  thus 
enabling  them  to  meet  the  teachers  and  to  "sit  in"  on 
classes. 

Second,  Principal  Arthur  Kenney  and  Guidance 
Director  Louis  Bougie  of  the  Littleton  High  School  came  to 
the  Franconia  Elementary  School  for  an  afternoon  of 
interviews  and  conferences,  both  with  the  sixth  graders 
themselves  and  with  ^Nlrs.  Wheeler  and  myself. 

Much  attention  was  paid  to  the  individual  pupil,  and 
all  records  carefully  examined,  so  that  the  transitional 
period  in  the  fall  could  be  efficiently  carried  out. 

The  children  greatly  benefited  from  the  results  of  these 
conferences  and  also  from  Orientation  Day.  Therefore, 
thej^  will  again  be  in  effect  this  year. 

School  Lunch: 

The  school  lunch  program  continues  to  operate  smoothly 
under  the  capable  management  of  Mrs.  Laura  McLachlin. 
Approximately  45  pupils  participate  daily  in  this  program. 

The  monthly  payment  plan,  inaugurated  last  year, 
continues  to  work  out  very  well,  thanks  to  the  co-operation 
of  the  parents. 

Miss  Ruth  Cutter,  the  State  Director  of  School  Lunches 
and  also  President  of  the  National  Association,  visited  the 
school 's  lunch  program  several  times  in  the  fall.  The  school 
was  pleased  that  she  pronounced  the  entire  set-up  very 
satisfactory. 

Miss  Cutter  has  also  recommended  the  method  of 
monthly  payments  to  other  schools.  This  school  was  the 
pioneer  in  that  field  in  N.  H. 


31 

School  Health: 

Dr.  Ralph  Parker  and  Nurse  Ruth  Robar  have  given 
complete  physicals  to  the  pupils  whose  parents  so  desired. 

Mrs.  Robar  has  conducted  eye  and  ear  eximinations. 
She  visits  the  school  regularly  and  is  on  call  at  any  time. 

School  Activities: 

School  assemblies  are  again  being  held  this  year.  They 
are  not  formal  programs  but  reflect  the  work  done  by  the 
children  in  their  respective  classrooms.  Special  holidays 
are  observed  in  this  way. 

Mrs.  Marion  Callender  has  been  present  at  these 
assemblies  to  assist  in  the  music.  Parent  attendance  has 
been  excellent,  too.  The  staff  and  pupils  greatly  appreciate 
this  interest. 

A  series  of  parties  were  planned  and  are  being  carried 
out.  For  instance,  at  Christmas,  room  festivities  were  eon- 
ducted.  The  annual  Christmas  program,  with  every  child 
in  the  school  participating,  was  also  presented  in  the  school 
hall. 

The  all-purpose  room  is  still  working  out  well.  The 
addition  of  an  opaque  projector — purchased  through  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act — and  also  additional  film- 
strips,  greatly  aid  in  the  visual-aids  program. 

The  1960  Ski  Program,  sponsored  by  the  Franconia 
School  District,  proved  very  successful.  As  of  this  writing, 
plans  are  being  made  for  another  equally  as  efficient  and 
smoothly  run  ski  program  for  the  winter  of  1961. 

Conclusion : 

I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  people  of 
Franconia,  the  Board  of  Education,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Ronald  Perham,  and  the  other  two  staff  members, 
Mrs.  Natalie  Wheeler  and  Mrs.  Leone  Philbrook,  for  their 
constant  co-operation  and  excellent  assistance.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  work  for,  and  with,  such  fine  people.

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated 
among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis 
of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of 
average  daily  membership  in  the  schools  for  the  previous 
school  year  ending  June  30.  The  Superintendent  of 
Supervisory  Union  #34,  during  1959-1960,  received  a 
salary  of  $7,800.00  which  was  made  up  as  follows  :  $4,250.00 
paid  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  from  the  per 
capita  tax  and  $3,550.00  prorated  among  the  several  school 
districts.  Allowance  of  $1,100.00  for  travel  within  the 
Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.
